ted in grafting various kinds of moths 
together, so as to form artificial twins and 


other combinations. He spliced them, so to 
speak, in odd and ingenious ways, making 

tandems,’’ as he called them, of some, and 
in other cases ‘‘twins,’’ while in yet other 


instances the unfortunate insects were so re 
constructed as to have a head at each end of 
their bodies. 


Such grafts were made invariably while 


the insects were in the chrysalis stage, the 
surgical operations being performed with a 
keen-edged razor The joinings were ac 
complished by applying melted paraffine with 
a camel’s-hair brush, care being taken to 


leave no air beneath—an accident which 


would cause decomposition to set in imme 
diately Pupe thus operated upon were 
kept in shallow drawers in a cabinet, each 
one tagged with a number, until the moths 
were ready to emerge In most instances 
they had to be helped out, and a little branch 
or a stick was provided for the compound 
creature to climb upon and hang suspended 
while it expanded its newly-acquired wings 
As may be imagined, some of them presented 
an exceedingly weird appearance.

Professor Crampton’s hope was that some of
